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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1980  was  a  very  busy  and  productive  year.  We  would  like  to  express 
our  sincere  appreciation  to  all  the  men  and  women  who  gave  so 
generously  in  order  to  build  our  new  fire  station.  Without  them  we 
would  not  have  known  the  complete  feeling  of  accomplishment.  We 
know  now,  that  a  project  like  this  can  be  completed  and  the  town  will 
remember  this  long  after  we  are  gone. 

You  will  note  that  some  of  the  line  items  in  the  budget  appear  to  have 
large  increases,  some  of  these  increases  are  not  what  they  appear,  they 
are  the  result  of  putting  our  house  in  order  and  conforming  with  state 
forms.  The  state  has  requested  that  all  towns  eliminate  added  line  items, 
such  as  we  have  been  using  for  town  employees  and  town  employees 
expenses  and  stick  to  their  form.  These  items  now  appear  under  town 
officers  expenses  where  they  belong.  Some  other  increases  show  under 
health  department.  This  is  due  to  the  placing  of  all  lines  that  belong 
there  and  some  of  last  years  warrant  articles  that  you  requested  this  year 
be  line  items,  such  as  the  Derry  Visiting  Nurses,  Salem  Mental  Health 
etc.  If  you- have  any  questions  regarding  what  has  been  eliminated  for 
line  items  and  where  this  particular  item  has  been  placed,  feel  free  to  ask 
and  we  will  gladly  explain. 

One  of  the  largest  budget  increases  is  the  welfare  line.  This  is 
completely  out  of  our  control.  This  year  we  will  be  faced  with  some 
juvenile  placement  situations  where  the  town  has  been  named  the  legally 
liable  financial  unit.  We  have  been  sitting  in  the  judges  chambers  to 
insure  that  the  words  "with  right  of  recovery"  are  placed  on  these 
orders.  This  leaves  you,  the  taxpayer  some  hope  of  someday  recovering 
your  taxdollars.  The  situation  is  not  pleasant,  because  the  selectmen 
must  institute  liens  on  homes  etc.  but  this  is  the  only  way  of  offsetting 
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what  must  be  spent.  Altho  we  will  probably  have  to  wait  for  years  we 
know  it  will  come  back  evenually. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  former  selectmen  who  are  willing  to  assist 
us  when  we  call  upon  them.  This  year,  we  had  two  occasions  to  call 
upon  their  knowledge  of  our  town.  They  were  especially  helpful  when 
the  Sandown  Hampstead  boundary  dispute  came  to  light.  We  sure  do 
appreciate  their  walking  the  bounds  with  us  and  giving  their  time  to 
explain  both  to  us  and  the  Hampstead  selectmen  where  the  bounds  were 
and  how  the  selectmen  in  the  past  assessed  this  area.  Their  memory 
recall  is  an  asset  and  their  knowledge  of  our  town  a  blessing. 

The  master  plan  committee  is  formed  and  working  towards  a  planned 

goal  for  our  town.  We,  as  your  selectmen,  would  Uke  to  see  more  of  you 

interested  in  joining  this  committee.  If  we  all  join  together  with  our 

ideas,  then  we  will  come  up  with  a  plan  that  is  pleasing  to  all  and 

designed  from  ideas  of  each  and  every  one  of  us.  This  is  a  tremendous 

project.  Many  hours  will  be  spent  in  formulating  the  master  plan  and 

the  more  help,  the  better.

The  town's  growth  is  reflected  in  a  need  for  more  varied  services  and 
materials  each  year.  The  professional  attitude  and  dedication  of  Mary 
Ellen  O'Neill  and  Cathy  Pinard  help  me  to  determine  and  attempt  to  fill 
these  needs. 

In  addition  to  traditional  library  services,  this  year  we  have  offered  a 
puppeteer,  held  two  reading  contests,  a  T-shirt  logo  contest  and 
introduced  the  Brownies  and  school  children  to  the  library.  We  have 
held  an  energy  workshop,  had  a  first  ever  art  exhibit,  held  two  craft 
courses  on  pysanki  and  pine  cone  crafts,  enjoyed  a  "Wonderful  Weird 
Night"  of  spooky  films,  sponsored  a  baby  sitting  clinic,  presented 
Tapentry  Children's  Theater  and  been  visited  by  Mrs.  Santa  Claus. 
Jackie  Carlson,  a  volunteer,  has  overseen  a  Ranger  Rick  Nature  Club 
and,  thanks  to  Mary  Ellen,  our  story  hours  are  an  ever-growing  success. 
We  have  been  busy. 

As  a  small  library,  we  rely  heavily  on  outside  resourses.  The  N.H. 
State  Library  fills  our  special  requests  using  libraries  throughout  the 
state.  We  make  liberal  use  of  their  films,  large  print  books,  reference 
service  and  professional  advice.  The  Bookmobile  visited  us  three  times 
and  loaned  us  more  than  2,000  volumes.  We  regularly  take  advantage 
of  public  Library  Technique  courses  offered  free  at  U.N.H.  by  the  State 
Library. 

Our  local  library  co-operative  of  18  libraries  continues  to  benefit  each 
with  book  buying  discounts,  shared  resources,  and  meetings  of 
professional  interest. 

Sandown  Central  School  again  generously  loaned  us  books  and 
materials  for  use  through  the  summer. 

The  library  is   being  well  used.   When   not   in   use   for  our  own 
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programs,  the  downstairs  meeting  room  has  been  used  by  such  varied 
groups  as  the  Grange,  the  Town  Survey  Committee,  the  Friends  of  the 
Library,  the  Historical  Society,  the  Derry  Visiting  Nurses,  Cub  Scouts, 
dance  classes  presented  by  the  Recreation  Committee  and  as  a  music 
room  by  the  Central  School  for  weekly  music  classes. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  the  leadership  of  Nel  Cameron, 
continue  to  make  our  programming  possible.  The  Friends  fully  support 
any  programming  we  do  beyond  traditional  library  service  and  this  year 
the  Friends  saw  the  completion  of  the  Sandown  History  by  Sandy 
Thomas. 

Trustees  Hazel  Rogan,  Emily  Lovell  and  Ernest  Pillsbury  join  me  in 
thanking  the  indispensible  volunteers  who  make  our  programs  possible 
and  aid  in  day-to-day  business.  They  are  truely  indispensible.  We  also 
thank  the  many  residents  who  thoughtfully  donate  books,  displays  and 
services  toward  a  more  responsive  library.

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NEWMARKET  REGIONAL 
HEALTH  CENTER 


The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  is  a  community  health  center 
offering  general  family  care  for  all  ages.  It  provides  preventive ,  routine 
and  emergency  care  as  well  as  home  visits.  Use  of  health  center  services 
increased  by  19%  over  the  past  year. 

Sarah  Oxnard,  M.D.,  Michael  Lewis,  R.P.A.,  and  Anne  Fawcett, 
A. R.N. P.,  M.S.N,  continue  to  provide  care  as  members  of  the  medical 
team.  In  addition,  Barbara  Janeway,  M.S.N. ,  joined  the  health  center 
staff  in  November  of  1980.  Barbara  is  a  recent  graduate  of  the  Yale 
University  Family  Nurse  Practitioner  Program.  The  medical  team  also 
includes  registered  nurses,  a  health  aid  and  community  health  workers. 

The  community  health  workers  coordinate  preventive  screening 
clinics  to  detect  potential  health  hazards,  hold  informative  workshops 
for  the  public  and  act  as  liaison  between  the  medical  providers  and  the 
patient.  To  make  a  medical  appointment,  call  the  center  at 
603-659-3106  or  toll-free  at  1-800-582-7279. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  also  operates  a  senior  citizen 
transportation  service.  Service  utihzation  increased  19%  area-wide  to 
over  23,000  rides  per  year  in  1980.  The  Transportation  Program 
provides  regularly  scheduled  bus  services  to  the  elderly  of  Sandown  and 
other  area  towns.  The  service  enables  seniors  to  remain  independent, 
self-sufficient,  and  active  by  providing  rides  to  needed  services, 
including  medical,  shopping  and  recreational  trips.  The  addition  of  a 
new  van  equipped  with  a  hydraulic  lift  had  increased  our  capability  to 
transport  the  handicapped.  This  lift  allows  individuals  confined  to  a 
wheelchair  to  use  our  service.  For  more  information  about  the  Senior 
Citizens  Transportation  Program  or  to  arrange  a  ride  for  a  senior 
citizen,  call  659-2424,  or  toll-free  at  1-800-582-7279.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
REPORTS 

This  year  the  losses  by  fire  were  limited  as  there  were  two  structure 
fires  both  being  total  because  of  abnormal  causes.  Outside  fires  were  at 
a  low  level.  Our  biggest  number  of  responses  were  chimney  and  stove 
related  calls. 

Woodburning  is  becoming  a  major  heating  fuel  as  the  price  of  oil,  gas 
and  electric  continue  to  rise.  The  use  of  wood  for  heating  has  begun  to 
take  its  toll  in  life  and  property,  most  problems  arise  from  inexperience 
on  how  to  use  wood  for  heat  and  either  lack  of  knowledge  or  disregard 
of  the  rules  of  safety  for  the  installation  and  use  of  wood  burning 
devices,  the  Extension  Service  is  a  source  for  information  on  how  to  use 
wood  as  a  heating  fuel. 

Chimneys  used  for  wood  burning  should  be  cleaned  and  inspected 
prior  to  use  and  during  use  as  there  may  be  excessive  build  up  in  the 
nue. 

Chimneys  that  are  used  for  oil  burners  should  not  have  wood  burning 
devices  connected  as  this  is  a  safety  hazard  and  a  non-conforming  use. 

Smoke  detectors/fire  alarms  and  fire  extinguishers  should  be  must 
items  for  homes  but  more  so  for  those  that  use  wood  burning  devices. 

At  town  meeting  the  voters  approved  the  bond  issue  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  station,  the  building  was  completed  by 
November.  This  was  done  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  members  of 
the  department,  and  many  non-members  that  donated  many  hours  of 
labor  towards  the  completion  of  the  building  also  the  many  local 
businesses  that  aided  with  counsel  and  material. 

The  new  building  is  an  asset  to  the  town  and  will  serve  the  department 
for  many  years.  "Thank  you"  to  all.

A  seven  man  committee  was  immediately 
formed  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen:  Irving  Bassett,  Ray  Bassett, 
Dave  Burke,  Andy  Higham,  Lloyd  Lessard,  Bill  Newton  and  Rudy 
True. 

The  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  in  March  and  elected  Irving 
Bassett  and  Dave  Burke  Chairmen  and  plans  were  made  to  start  land 
clearing  and  ground  work. 

Every  phase  of  construction  from  groundbreaking  to  open  house 
went  as  scheduled  with  great  support  and  assistance  from  all  the  local 
contractors  involved.  A  special  thanks  to  the  ladies  for  the  super 
weekend  dinners. 

The  building  was  approximately  two  thirds  complete  when  we 
realized  we  would  be  able  to  add  several  important  extras  to  the 
building  without  going  over  budget,  due  to  the  donations  of  both  labor 
and  material  from  many  of  the  contractors  involved. 

We  were  able  to  complete  a  40'  hose  tower,  storage  room  and 
kitchen.  Additional  hot  top,  sight  work,  electrical  and  plumbing 
fixtures  and  a  base  station  radio  have  been  purchased. 

The  committee  has  built  and  equipped  a  building  the  Town  of 
Sandown  can  be  proud  of  and  we  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their 
tremendous  support.

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CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Commission  holds  its  meetings  on  the  third 
Thursday  of  every  month  at  7:30  in  the  town  hall.  All  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  had  a  very  interesting  year.  We 
have  acted  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  other  boards  when  the  situation 
was  relevant  and  we  felt  that  we  had  something  to  offer. 

Dredge  and  Fill  permit  applications  were  reviewed;  and  after  on  site 
review  in  every  case,  the  commission  submitted  its  evaluation  to  the 
state  Wetlands  Board  in  Concord. 

A  forest  management  plan  is  being  developed  for  the  Town  Forest, 
which  is  located  off  of  Fremont  Road.  The  actual  on  site  work  will 
begin  sometime  in  1981 . 

The  Commission  offered  to  assist  in  the  landscaping  of  the  new  Fire 
Station.  Several  donations  of  shrubs,  trees,  grass  seed,  etc.  have  been 
made  and  any  additional  donations  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Several  commission  members  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
N.H.  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  in  Concord.  The 
meeting  was  very  helpful  in  that  it  presented  everyone  there  with  the 
opportunity  to  see  and  hear  what  other  commissions  were  doing.  Three 
workshops  were  conducted:  1)  Master  Planning,  2)  Wetlands  and  3) 
Acid  Rain. 

The  Conservation  Commission  will  be  taking  an  active  part  in  the 
Sandown  Master  Planning  process  by  mapping  wetlands  and 
identifying  the  town's  natural  resources. 

There  are  two  vacancies  on  the  commission.  Any  residents  interested 
in  conservation,  should  apply  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with 
Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to 
check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before 
this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first  forest 
fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city 
forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in 
his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground 
must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  kindled. 
All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as 
soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly 
by  the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire 
prevention  and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
REPORT 


In  1980,  the  department  continued  to  provide  police  coverage  on  a 
24-hour-a-day  basis  to  the  Town.  Both  daytime  and  evening  patrols 
have  continued.  In  this  manner,  the  Town  receives  the  maximum  service 
for  a  minimum  cost. 

The  new  cruiser  is  operational  and  efficient.  Following  the  direction 
indicated  by  residents  at  Town  Meeting,  the  vehicle  purchased  has  a 
smaller  engine.  The  cruiser  meets  the  needs  of  the  Town  and  is  thirty 
percent  more  efficient  on  fuel. 

A  new  "Call-Forwarding  System"  was  introduced  to  the  department 
this  year.  Incoming  calls  to  the  department  will  be  automatically 
forwarded  to  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Office  during  the  times 
the  patrol  is  out.  On  duty  officers  will  be  contacted  direct  by  radio.  This 
has  streamlined  the  handling  of  calls. 

Residents  in  Sandown  cooperating  with  the  department  led  to  the 
arrest  of  three  individuals  responsible  for  twenty  burglaries  in  the  area. 
Continued  communication  and  cooperation  is  sought  for  the  coming 
year.  Residents  are  the  greatest  assets  this  department  has  in  the 
prevention  of  crime.  Neighborhood  Watch  techniques  are  being 
instituted  and  the  Vacation  Watch  System  enables  increased  surveilence 
of  homes  that  will  be  empty  for  long  periods  of  time. 

The  officers  on  the  department  have  attended  in  excess  of  300  hours 
of  training.  In  addition  to  the  training,  278  hours  of  service  time  were 
provided  without  a  request  for  compensation. 

The  officers  on  the  department  have  attended  in  excess  of  300  hours 
of  training.  In  additon  to  the  training,  278  hours  of  service  time  were 
provided  without  a  request  for  compensation.  The  State  of  New 
Hampshire  now  requires  all  part-time  officers  to  be  certified.  Fifty 
percent  of  the  department  is  currently  enrolled  in  training  to  achieve 
this.  These  are  only  two  areas  service  provided  to  the  town  at  no  cost  by 
dedicated  citizens  that  help  provide  the  protection  the  Town  needs. 

The  department  looks  forward  to  another  year  of  continuing  effort 
that  will  benefit  all  the  residents  of  Sandown.

The  Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  served  the  Town  of 
Sandown  since  1974.  A  rapidly  growing  population,  earlier  hospital 
discharges,  longer  life  spans,  escalating  costs  of  institutional  health 
care,  increasing  emphasis  on  prevention,  and  other  factors  combine  to 
continually  demand  that  home  health  agencies  be  effective  and  flexible 
in  responding  to  community's  home  health  care  needs.  The  Derry 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  done  that  over  the  years  and  will 
continue  to  do  so.

Everyone  is  aware  of  escalating  health  care  costs.  We  are  happy  that 
home  health  care  costs  have  been  increasing  at  a  much  lower  rate  than 
institutional  health  care  costs.  One  of  the  major  factors  in  our  increased 
costs  is  maintaining  certification  for  reimbursement  from  Federal 
sources  such  as  Medicare  and  Title  XX.  However,  those  Federal  funds, 
combined  with  specific  grants,  allows  our  agency  to  provide  services  to 
Sandown  which  cost  the  agency  more  than  twice  as  much  as  the  Town 
appropriation.  We  feel  this  is  appropriate  utilization  of  agency 
resources.  Federal  funds  and  grants  usually  are  restricted  to  specific 
categories  of  illness,  age,  and  income.  Many  people  needing  our  services 
simply  do  not  fit  those  specific  eligibility  categories.  So,  it  is  important 
to  emphasize  that  Town  appropriations  assist  the  agency  to  serve  people 
regardless  of  income  and  age.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  CENTER 


The  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hampshire  began  Year 
Three  as  a  comprehensive  mental  health  center  on  May  1,  1980.  As  a 
community  mental  health  center,  the  following  services  were  provided 
in  accordance  with  standards  of  the  National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health:  outpatient  diagnostic,  treatment  and  referral  services,  24-hour 
emergency  psychiatric  intervention,  partial  hospital  and  inpatient 
psychiatric  treatment,  follow-up  for  individuals  leaving  New 
Hampshire  Hospital,  screening  services  for  individuals  requesting  or 
requiring  hospitalization  at  New  Hampshire  Hospital,  services  to 
children,  the  elderly,  substance  abusers  (drug  and/or  alcohol),  and,  a 
preventative  program  of  consultation  and  education. 

Calendar  year  1980  has  been  a  year  of  working  towards  stabilization 
and  setting  future  directions.  Part  of  this  process  involved  creating  a 
new  organizational  structure,  new  business  and  clinical  procedures  and 
policies,  and  an  upgrading  of  administrative  procedures.  Assessment  of 
services  and  policies  is  continually  being  made  to  meet  the  changing 
needs  of  the  people  in  the  eleven-town  catchment  area. 

The  financial  and  statistical  systems  of  the  Mental  Health  Center 
have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  improved  with  the  implementation  of 
an  in-house  computer  system. 

The  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hampshire  looks 
positively  on  the  challenges  of  the  new  year.  The  Center  will  continue  to 
provide  quality  services  that  are  both  accessible  and  available  to  the 
people  of  our  service  area.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

During  the  year  1980  this  Board  heard  a  total  of  twenty  three  cases. 
Ten  petitions  for  Variances  were  heard.  Of  these,  five  were  granted  and 
five  denied.  Eight  Special  Exceptions  were  heard  of  which  five  were 
granted  and  three  denied.  Two  cases  for  a  Special  Exception  also  came 
up  for  review  and  were  granted  on  a  permanent  basis.  Both  of  the 
former  were  in  regard  to  small  business  ventures.  Two  appeals  to 
permits  granted  by  the  Building  Inspector  were  heard.  Of  these  one  was 
upheld  and  one  denied.  The  Board  also  granted  a  rehearing  on  a  case 
that  had  been  in  litigation  since  1976.  This  case  is  now  closed,  as  the 
variance  granted  in  1976  and  contested  by  the  Town  has  been 
relinquished  by  the  original  petitioner.  From  the  above  it  can  readily  be 
ascertained  that  the  Board  had  a  busy  year. 

During  the  year,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Brown  resigned  from  the  Board. 
During  part  of  her  service  she  ably  filled  the  post  as  Chairman.  We 
deeply  regretted  her  resignation  and  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  her  for  her  unselfish  service  to  this  Board  and  the  Town  of 
Sandown. 

The  Board  was  fortunate,  however,  to  obtain  Mr.  George  Romaine 
as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  His  experties  in  handUng  the 
duties  of  a  Chairman  has  already  been  established  in  the  relatively  short 
time  he  has  been  on  the  Board. 

While  handing  out  bouquets,  let's  not  forget  the  other  members  of 
the  Board  who  give  freely  of  their  time  and  expertise  in  serving  their 
town. 

For  the  first  time  in  years,  we  now  have  a  full  Board  and  the 
maximum  number  of  Alternates  allowed.  Hopefully,  this  means  that 
our  townspeople  are  no  longer  being  complacent  about  how  their  town 
is  being  governed.  The  beautiful  new  fire  house  is  most  certainly  a 
prime  example  of  what  can  be  accomphshed  by  pulling  together.. 

The  diversified  opinion  of  each  member  of  this  Board  certainly 
makes  a  decision  hard  to  attain,  but  when  a  decision  is  reached,  it  is  an 
intelligent  and  conscientious  one  that  can  be  lived  with  by  each  member.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
REPORT 


Before  stating  my  report  this  year,  I  would  like  to  clarify  a  few 
questions  that  have  been  overhead  or  asked  both  by  both  my  wife  and 
myself  regarding  the  position  of  Road  Agent. 

Road  Agent  is  a  part  time  not  a  full  time  job  in  a  small  town.  It  is  not 
a  salaried  position.  If  I  don't  work,  I  don't  get  paid.  There  are  no  fringe 
benefits,  including  paid  holidays,  sick  leave,  pension,  other  than 
workmens  compensation  (1979). 

The  Town  owns  very  little  for  road  repairing,  a  1966  Chevi  1/2  ton 
pick  up  (a  gift)  plus  one  sander  purchased  in  1969,  I  believe,  three  snow 
plows  and  two  V  plows  plus  a  few  odds  and  ends.  I  did  purchase  a  few 
shovels  which  will  be  engraved  Town  of  Sandown  on  the  shovel  not  the 
handle.  All  other  equipment  -  cutting  torches,  welder,  etc.  belong  to 
myself  or  the  town  pays  another  to  have  the  work  done.  The  two 
vehicles  left  have  been  repaired  and  welded  so  often  that  there  isn't  too 
many  original  pieces  to  be  found  that  hasn't  been  fixed.  The  cost  of 
equipment,  parts  and  gas  has  doubled  and  tripled  the  past  few  years  but 
my  equipment  and  help  have  not  (nor  has  the  pay)  even  with 
approximately  45  new  roads  being  added  to  the  town  for  town 
maintenance.  The  population  has  grown  since  1970  from  700  to  over 
2,000  in  1980,  second  in  growth  only  to  Londonderry  in  Rockingham 
County.  This  means  longer  working  hours  and  longer  time  and  also 
many  more  residents  to  try  to  help  but  with  the  same  equipment  we  had 
back  in  1970. 

Although  there  was  $15,000  voted  on  for  the  Phillips  Bridge  and 
$22,000  voted  for  the  Chapman  Bridge,  only  $12,000  was  spent  on 
Phillips  and  $17,300  on  the  Chapman  Bridge.  The  State  of  New 
Hampshire  had  already  given  us  their  plans  and  these  were  the  ones  that 
were  used.  I  had  gone  to  the  State  for  help  and  knew  nothing  about 
another  set  of  plans  being  drawn  up.  There  is  still  finish  work  to  be 
done  on  both  bridges  regarding  the  markers,  rails  and  painting.  I  am 
but  one  person  and  have  done  my  best  with  the  help  this  year  I've  had. 
My  thanks  to  Drowne  Enterprises,  Rudy  True,  Harold  Levering  and 
Bill  Newton  for  their  help.  Now  here  we  go: 
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WINTER  MAINTENANCE 

The  Winter  of  1980  was  a  mild  one,  only  three  plowable  one.  Very 
httle  salt  or  sand  was  used.  Most  of  the  winter  was  spent  cutting  down 
dead  trees  and  brush  or  taking  off  over-hanging  branches  that  were 
scratching  up  buses,  trucks  and  cars.  Also  replaced  DETOUR  signs  (my 
expense)  (^hapmans  five  times  because  certain  people  thought  they 
needed  a  bath  in  the  river  and  weren't  necessary. 

SUMMER  MAINTENANCE 

Many  pot  holes  were  patched  and  there  is  still  many  more  to  go.  Put 
new  culverts  in  town  to  replace  the  two  that  caved  in,  one  on  Odell 
Road  and  one  on  Wells  Village  Road.  Most  of  the  others  will  have  to  be 
replaced  before  much  longer  due  to  age,  increased  traffic,  etc. 

The  T.R.A.  money  was  used  to  finish  sealing  Little  Mill,  Phillips 
Road  and  a  small  area  on  Hampstead  Road  between  Mrs.  Lake's  and 
Brookside  Drive.  Many  of  the  banks  and  shoulders  of  the  town  roads 
were  cut  back  to  make  travelling  them  safer.  Due  to  the  high  cost  of  oil 
and  equipment  only  so  much  can  be  done  in  a  year.  The  rest  of  the  year 
was  spent  at  the  Chapman  Bridge  which  was  reopened  on  October  9, 
1980. 

My  thanks  to  all  who  helped  out  this  year,  especially  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Chapman  who  had  the  noise  and  confusion  to  contend  with  day  after 
day.  I  do  hope  they  are  pleased  with  the  finished  project. 

This  being  a  part  time  position,  I  still  have  to  work  my  truck  when 
possible  to  eat  and  pay  my  bills  too.  When  I  am  asked  to  contract  my 
truck  out,  I  will  continue  to  do  so  as  long  as  possible.  If  an  emergency 
arises  Nan  usually  knows  where  to  reach  me. Please  people  don't  call  the 
house  and  scream  my  pipes  are  all  backed  up  there's  water  everywhere 
or  my  driveway's  all  ice  I  can't  move.  Don't  panic.  I'll  get  there  as  soon 
as  possible.  If  you're  a  new  resident,  the  country  has  its  drawbacks  too, 
natural  drainage,  culverts,  and  septic  systems  are  a  few  of  them.  Please 
bear  with  us,  in  a  few  years  you'll  be  broken  in. 

Again,  my  thanks  to  all  who  helped  this  past  year.

The  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  has  existed  since  1957.  It 
is  a  non-partisan,  non-profit  organization  whose  223  member  cities  and 
towns  share  a  common  interest  in  better  local  government. 

NHMA  provides  a  wide  variety  of  services  to  its  member 
communities.  Among  the  services  provided  are:  legal  services,  technical 
assistance,  group  insurance  programs,  personnel  services  and 
representation  of  municipal  interests  before  federal,  state,  and 
administrative  bodies. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  these  services  is  to  help  elected  and  appointed 
officials  provide  more  efficient  and  effective  government  at  the  local 
level.  In  its  representation  of  municipal  interests  before  the  state 
legislature,  one  of  the  primary  goals  of  the  Association  is  preventing 
excessive  property  tax  burdens  being  placed  on  local  governments. 

NHMA  also  conducts  many  workshops  and  seminars  dealing  with 
local  needs  and  problems.  These  include  programs  on  such  topics  as 
municipal  liability,  welfare  administration,  assessing,  land  use  and 
planning  law,  budgeting  and  labor  relations.  The  biggest  and  most 
important  learning  opportunity  offered  by  NHMA  is  its  annual 
meeting.  Held  every  fall,  this  meeting  provides  local  officials  with 
valuable  program  sessions  designed  to  give  local  officials  ideas  and 
information  they  can  put  to  use  in  their  communities  for  the  people  they 
serve.
